During n Thnnder Storm "Which Oc- 
..curred , Monday' Evening ou the 
Fox Lake Road* 

On Monday evening, August 3, occurred 
the sudden death" of Dan Wolsh, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. James Walsh, who' live on 
a farm about six miles south of town on 
tho Poi Lake road, and James Walsh, bis 
nephew, who having been left an orphan' 
when quite young, has for some years made 
his borne with his uncle: 

During the electrical storm "which visit- 
ed thiB- vicinity on Monday evening, the 
Walsh boys bad apparently finished milk- 
ing and were sitting in the milk house 
waiting for tbe storm to pass beforo re- 
turning to tho -bouse, when lightning 
struck the building causing their im- 
mediate death, and- rendering unconscious 
a boy who happened to be with them, 
who, on regaining conseionsnees and seeing 
all in darkness supposed he bad been asleep 
and tho others had gone and left him, hie 
then went to tho house ia a dazed ; condi- 
tion.. He was finally asked where the two 
Walsh boys were but was unable to tell. 
At last becoming worried by their long 
absence the family began a search, which 
resulted in tbe finding of their dead bodies. 

James Walsh was a young man of about 
twenty-one years of age. His. two sisters 
and one brother survive him. Dan*Wa)*h 
was about forty years of age and leaves an 
aged father and mother besides brothers 
Bisters and numerous friends to mourn his 
toaa. Both were unmarried men. 

This is indeed a terrible shock to the 
aged parents, who only about a year 
ago' were called upon to mourn the-'losa of 
a son who died from . he effects of blood 
poisoning, and this double tragedy coming 
so suddenly upon tbein is indeed a terrible 
affliction.. Dnn Walsh was a brother of 
Mrs, Charles Thorn of this villnge. The 
News joins with their many friends in 
extending sympathy to the sorrowing 
family. Dnn Walsh was a member of 
Lake Villa Camp, M. W. A,, and carried 
an insurance of 83,000. -

Edward Moratv, the celebrated ma- 
rine and portrait painter Is over 
enty years of age, and though he 
tasted the sweetness of success, in his 
long life he has had hla share of hard- 
ship. On a recent visit . to Philadel- 
phia he found the recollections of his 
earlier, life brought vividly beforo htm. 

"Here It was," he said, "that I ex- 
perienced most of the hardships of my 
.life, I-came from Lancashire, England, 
to New York In the steerage of an 
immigrant ship when a mere' boy, and 
after stopping there long enough to 
spend all my money.l walked to Phila- 
delphia, working for my hoard from 
town to town by doing chores. In

The Citizens' All inn ee called u inasa 
meeting to take action- ou a proposition 
to run out of town all who sympathize 
with tlie methods of labor organizers. 
Bx-Llcut. Gov. Coats Is one of the men 
supposed to be referred to, as he Is an 
organizer of the Socialist party and vice- 
president of the American Labor, Union, 
nn outgrowth of tbe Western Federation 
of Miners. Coats is u printer and dur- 
ing tho recent strike which tied up every 
Industry in Dourer he wns beaten by bis 
own trade in the negotiation which effect- 
ed tlie settlement. 

Tho printers took tbe initiative in 
meeting .the mores of the business men 
and notified them by resolution they 
would not atnnd their high-handed meth- 
od*. 

It is commonly' underrtood that every 
trade In the State will follow the lead 
of the printers and thnt war may be pro- 
voked with the unions relying upon the 
authority of the courts to maintain their 
claims nnd put the merchants' on a line 
with white cappers. 

The resolutions of the printers state 
the attitude of the alliance is fraught 
with peril to the liberty of the people 
and Is an Incentive to lawlessness. The 
typographical union condemns such steps 
as outrageous and anarchistic in tho ex- 
treme. 

The first effect of a declaration of war 
by tbe alliance will be renewed hostl!!-: 
ties hy the unions, nnd the employers re- 
alize what thjii in cans, for It wus at their 
request that the printers lnterveued three 
months ago, when It seemed ns if the. 
bi i si ne; s of the city would bo completely 
tied up. At tlie time there were over 
S.000 men on strike and three-fourths «f 
the rctttn ii rants' were closed. Indicting a 
great hardship on the general public. 

The strikers said there would be no 
compromise, as they feared It wns > fight 
to the death,- as owing to tbe formation 
of the alliance nt that stage It' Was de- 
clared thnt the -watchword of the mem- 
bers was death to unionism. Thou the 
printers settled the trouble In favor of 
the employers. 

Now thcysny they made a grievous 
mistake by allying themselves with the 
bosses, who niui ii rod them thnt they were 
not opposed„to unionism f and during tho 
week steps will be tnken to cancel all 
contracts with tlie members of tlie alli- 
ance hnd defy them to do their worst

Careful Kstlmnte of Recent Flood 

Do en nice tn the West. 

In seven fearful dnys the waters of n 
ppttirio slope racing Into the lower Mis- 
souri river have brought to tlie middle 
West tlie greatest loss In life and prop- 
riety of alt its history. Hundreds of liven 
and perhaps $40,000,000 of property hove 
been sacrificed. Farmers, manufactur- 
ers, towns, cities, railroads, hove all 
shared In the tremendous 'damage — and 
because fire wns seldom present there Is 
no recompensing Insurance to make the 
blow lighter, writes. Charles Morenu Har- 
per In Leslie's Weekly. The Kaw val- 
ley of Kansas is like an outstretched 
band. The finger tips arc 200 miles from 
the end of the wrist, where is situated 
K-vnsm City, Mo. They are, too, 000 
feet higher tbau the city, and down their 
converging lengths flow the prairie 
streams. As tlio river joins the. Missouri 
It makes a turn to the south, and in the 
bend is Kansas City, Kan., the big. sister 
of the Mlssouprl town. The latter has 
fjQ,000 people; the former 170,000. In' 
the former are the stockyards, the pack- 
ing housep, among tlie largest in the 
world; carshops, manufactories and 
wholesale warehouses and jrraiu eleva- 
tors.

West Point graduate nnd n distinguished 
officer of the Mexican war. Ills father, 
Major George Washington Whistler, was 
also a W«et Point graduate nad n dis- 
tinguished enjrlneor. So great was Major 
Whlatler'a reputation as an onBlneer tltet 
Emperor Nicholas of RuKttin sent for blm 
to Introduce the railroad system Into 
that country and *he road hot ween Mos- 
cow nnd St. Petersburg was his work. 
Major Whistler d!ed nt St. Petersburg 
and it was there that the artist was 
born, Ills mother, the second wife of the 
major, being a Miss McNeill, the daugh- 
ter of a North Carolina physician. 

On returning to this country young 
Whistler wuh cent to West Foint. Later 
be went to the art studios of Paris, 
where he spent several years and was 
the Intimate of Du Maurler, the author 
of Trilby. Whistler's pictures were not 
In tho beginning well received. Whllo 
h* was battling for acceptance* as a 
painter Whistler took up etching, and 
in this field quickly cHl&bHshcd pre-emi- 
nence. After nn exhibition nt Amster- 
dam he was recognized ns an etcher of 
the first rank and worthy to bo' classed 
with the great masters or tbc art. 

Ills first etchings in Purls took as 
their subject fstullfnr Parisian types, and 
were entitled -'The French Bet," He 
went to London In 1850, and the ever 
chan-ring "tones" or (he Thames atmos- 
phere quickly caught Ills fancy. His 
etchings became, the rage with the col* 
lect*ra, but Whlntlcr became possessed 
of the idea that etching wns not a true 
art and abandon cd it for n time. 

His paintings were dclihornlc experi- 
ments in hnrmonies and contrasts of col- 
ors and the critics passed severe judg- 
ment upon tlicni. The great nimkin said 
of one of them that It whs n "pot of 
paint Hung In the public fnce," Whist- 
ler sued him for libel and got a far tiling 
in damnges. Ho was also embroiled in 
legal fights with other people. 

In hla romnnce of Trilby, Du Maurler 
introduced n ilfe-llkc caricature of Whist- 
ler tinder tliemnino of .Toe Sibley. Whist- 
ler 4ook umbra pe and sued Hti Maurler 
and hia publtshcru, The matter was 
finally compromised by the canceling of 
the offend lug page' in the magazine and, 
the promise 1 1 uit neither the penciled nor 
tho written sketch should appear hi tho 
book when published. 

Whistler exorcined n great Influence 
upon European an. While time has yot 
to fix his own rank nt a painter, It Is' 
conceded thnt as tin etcher he ban had 
no equal In recent years.

Cardinal Giuseppe Sort™ was horn In 
1835 and lit lib liSsii jour Is raised to tho 
papacy. He was created Cardinal nnd 
Patriarch of Vcniec by the consistory of 
Juno 12, 180y. TIte new Pope vrtm born 
in lUesc, In the province of Venice, on 
June % 1S35. Ilh< education he received 
et tho Snloslau Institute nt Cnttolongo. 
His work- as a priest Iny within Venice, 
where lie hud « parish in one of the poor- 
er districts, to the mcinbers of which ho 
gave close attention, ministering to their 
wnnt<! and Infirmities. From this eccle- 
siastical ] km I Uon he* became 'Bishop of 
Venice, rising from that po^t to tlie enr- 
dlnnlatc. During his, career ns a priest 
he attained a considerable reputation as 
a pscaclier nail an author, and It in said 
of him thnt he has never yet fulled to 
accomplish what he act out to do.

From the sundry- cirll appropriation 
of $2,000,000,. approved March 3, allot- 
ments for river improvements wero mndc, 
among which .ace the following: .Missis- 
sippi river cammltoion, §27,000; harbor 
at Helena, Ark., $5,000; harbor at Mem- 
phis, Term, (including Wolf river); ?8,- 
000; harbor of Greenville, Miss., $25,000; 
harbors of Ntitehez, MIhb.. and Vldrdia, 
La., $12,000; levee*, $1,000,000; surroyk, 
910,000. The river and IirfrborblH ap- 
proved Juno 13, 1U02, appropriated $2,- 
200,000 for tho use of the commission. 
From this appropriation allotments, wero 
made aa follows: Mississippi river com- 
mission, $10,500: surveys, gauges and pb> 
serrations, ?00,000; dredges nnd dredg- 
ing, $20,500; first and second districts, 
$5.10,000; third district, $033,500; fourth 
district, $017,500; in the hands of tho 
president, ,$4,M0.
